REMARKS 

In the Restriction Requirement dated August 29, 2005, it was stated that the 
election of Species (a), i.e., Figures 1-12, filed June 24, 2005 was acknowledged. 
However, on further review of the application, the previous election/restriction 
requirement was vacated and another election/restriction requirement was made. 

In this requirement, restriction to one of the following inventions was required: 

(I) Claims 1-10, drawn to a shelving system; 

(II) Claims 1 1-22 and 36-49, drawn to a shelving system; and, 

(III) Claims 23-35, drawn to a shelving system. 

' It was stated that invention (I) was classified in class 211, subclass 59.3; 
invention (II) was classified in class 211, subclass 59.4; and, invention (III) was 
classified in class 21 1 , subclass 59.2. The inventions were said to be distinct from each 
other in that invention (I) has separate utility, such as without the use of the first and 
second mating surfaces being oriented at an acute angle, as recited in claim 23, and 
invention (II) has separate utility, such as without a smooth contact surface as in claim 
1. Also, it was stated that invention (II) has separate utility, such as without the use of a 
first and second set of teeth, which are recited in claims 1 1-22 and 36-49. 

Class 211, subclass 59.2, is entitled "Having Feature Perfecting the Dispensing 
of Articles". Subclass 59.3 states "including follower". As it happens, applicant has 
amended certain of the pending claims and cancelled others without prejudice. New 
dependent claims were also added. All of the independent claims now recite "a feature 
perfecting the dispensing of articles". In each case, the "follower", namely, a spring 
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urged pusher, is recited in a dependent claim. Accordingly, applicant elects Invention III 
for examination herein. 

!t is respectfully submitted that all of the pending claims, namely, independent 
claim 1 and its dependent claims 2-10 and 50-52; independent claim 11 and its 
dependent claims 12, 13, 15-22, 53 and 54; independent claim 23 and its dependent 
claims 24-35; and, independent claim 36 and its dependent claims 37, 38, 40-42, 44 
and 46 are believed to read on invention (III). Accordingly, examination of these claims 
is respectfully requested. 
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
